Alcohol sales up In 

some places despite economy

NEW YORK By 6:30 p.m. every stool at the bar 
is taken. It’s a Thursday night at the White 
Horse Tavern, a well-worn watering hole in 
the shadows of lower Manhattan’s financial 
district, and the regulars have found a 
refuge. 

All that depressing news about the 
economy— job cuts, spiraling inflation, the 
mortgage mess— you don’t need to tell these 
folks. 

But the offer of $3 pints is good until 8, 
and with the TV at the end of the bar tuned 
to the ninth race at Louisiana Downs instead 
of the stock market wrap-up, the world is on 
hold. 

A tough economy ratchets up the pressure 
to rethink spending decisions. Food, clothing 
and shelter are essential. 

But when it comes to the extras, grim 
new realities set out some straightforward 
choices between needs and things we can 
live without. 

Then there’s booze. 

In the past few weeks, scattered reports 
have noted that alcohol sales are up in some 
places, despite— or maybe even because 
of— the downturn in the economy 

In Pennsylvania, for example, officials 
reported that sales of wine and liquor are up 
4.7 percent for the ii months ending in May, 
to $1.63 billion. 

In Connecticut, the state reports that 
the taxes it collects on sales of alcoholic 
beverages also are up 4.7 percent for the 


fiscal year that ended in June. 

A closer look, though, shows in those 
states and others, the rise in alcohol sales 
merely follows on past increases. 

The most recent increases are, in some 


cases, smaller than what has been seen in 
the past. Still, the fact that they’re increasing 
says something. 

“Beverage alcohol really is only mildly 
affected by the economic factors,” says 


WHAT’S ON TAP? 

When Nielsen asked consumers in 
May whether the economy was affecting 
their alcohol spending, nearly half said not 
at all. More than 80 percent said they’re 
spending the same amount they were a 
year ago, or more. 


Danny Brager of The Nielsen Company, 
which tracks consumer purchasing 
decisions. “A lot of consumers would still 
consider alcoholic beverages as an affordable 
indulgence.” 

But the psychology of alcohol consumption 
is far from simple, and very different from 
many other economic choices. 

When gas rises by $i a gallon, choices are 
limited to driving less or using a different 
vehicle. But there’s no immediate, easy 
alternative to gas. 

Alcohol is different. If high-end European 
vodka is too expensive, you might try the 
stuff distilled in Wisconsin. If the bar tab is 
too much to handle, stop off at the store and 
bring a six-pack home. 

“It’s essentially a portfolio the industry 
presents to the customer so that if there’s 
a problem in income, you can still drink and 
they can still sell,” says Paul Gruenewald, 
scientific director of the Prevention 
Research Center, a federally funded non- 
profit in Berkeley, Calif 

People “still want to sit down after work 
and have a beer, and OK, it won’t be a 
Heineken. They’ll have a Budweiser.” 



Getting to know Palin

in snowmobile racing. They have five 
children. 

Political career: Four years on the Wasilla 
City Council, six as mayor and two as Alaska 
governor. Also headed the Alaska Oil and Cas 
Conservation Commission. 

Upside: Like McCain, brings a reputation 
for bucking the political establishment. 
Christian right should be pleased by her 
strong opposition to abortion. 

Risk: Brings a thin political resume to the 
ticket and lacks foreign policy experience. A 
key McCain strategy has been to paint Obama 
as inexperienced, but it could be harder to 
argue the point when McCain has a running 
mate with a scant political track record beyond 
running a town of about 9,800 and a state of

Brown Line mysteries 

Work more than 80 percent complete 


What's going down on the Brown? 

Recently, riders have been e-mailing me questions about the $530 
million project aimed at making Brown Line stations wheelchair- 
accessible, lengthening platforms to accommodate longer trains and 
basically beautifying a line that had been approaching eyesore status. 
Even those irritated by the inconvenience of ongoing 
construction have to admit the work was overdue. And on the 
bright side, the work is more than 80 percent complete, according 
to CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor, 

But that doesn't mean riders can't be puzzled by certain aspects 
of the project's progress. So here goes: 

Warp speed 

Initially Edgewater rider Ed Kuras was loving the beautiful new 
Belmont station. Then, he noticed— and nearly tripped over— some 
wooden planks on the platform, 

“They looked nice at first, but now they are warped,” Kuras, 36, 
e-mailed “Going Public,” “What started out as classy has now gone 
to trashy” 

Luckily that wavy wood isn't a permanent part of the platform, 
according to Taylor, who described the planks as place holders for 
soon-to-be installed glass planks, A contractor also will inspect the 
poked-out planks to make sure they aren't posing a hazard, Taylor said, 

stewing over shutdown 

The CTA lost some cool points with a Lakeview rider over Brown 
Line work that blocked Belmont Avenue on a recent Eriday, 

“While I can understand the CTA can only work at that location 
at certain times, closing Belmont Avenue on a Eriday night between 
Clark {Street] and Sheffield {Avenue} when thousands of people 
are heading toward the numerous clubs, restaurants and bars in the 
areas was not one of their brighter ideas,” Jim Nichols, 39, wrote. 
Unfortunately, Belmont bottlenecks are a necessary evil of the 
countdown to a new Brown, Taylor said, 

“We try to plan them so they are at their least impactful,” Taylor 
said of the street shutdowns that riders can track on ctabrownline. 
com, “On a weekday, with rush hour and people coming home from 
work, a closure would have an even bigger impact,” 

Entrance irritation 

The Brown Line's snazzier stops are impressive to look at, but 
they can be a pain to enter, “Just wondering why all this money has 
been spent to renovate Brown Line stations, yet at many of the 
stations you can only enter from one side of the street,” Michael 
Messinger, 39, wrote. Only six of the 18 Brown Line stations being 
renovated will feature two entrances once the capacity expansion 
wraps at the end of 2009, Those six stations are Chicago, Paulina, 
Belmont, EuUerton, Erancisco and Kedzie, Taylor said 

Having two entrances isn't always an option, according to Taylor, 
who said the CTA must weigh the costs of acquiring neighboring 
property and impact to individuals and businesses near stations, 

“Many rail stations are located in densely populated areas and the 
most efficient use of the public way must also be considered,” she said.

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GUSTAV SLAMS LA.; BIG EASY SPARED 
DESTRUCTION BROUGHT BY KATRINA

NEW ORLEANS Hurricane Gustav slammed 
into the heart of Louisiana’s fishing and oil 
industry with no mph winds Monday deliver- 
ing only a glancing blow to New Orleans that 
raised hopes the city would escape the kind 
of catastrophic flooding brought by Katrina 
three years ago. 

That did not mean the state survived the 
storm without damage. A levee in the south- 
east part of the state was on the verge of col- 
lapse, and officials scrambled to fortify it. 
Roofs were torn from homes, trees toppled 
and roads flooded. More than 80,000 cus- 
tomers remained without power. 

The nearly 2 million people who left coastal 
Louisiana on a mandatory evacuation order 
watched TV coverage from hundreds of miles 
away, many of them wondering what kind of 
damage they would eventually find. 

But the biggest fear— that the levees sur- 
rounding the saucer-shaped city of New 
Orleans would break and flood all over 
again— hadn’t been realized. 

And while Mayor Ray Nagin cautioned 
that Tuesday would be too early for residents 
to come home to a city largely in the dark, he 
thinks a return is “only days away not weeks.” 

It is difficult for anyone who wasn’t here in 
2005 to fathom the difference between the 


post-Katrina and post-Gustav New Orleans. 

Three years ago, corpses lay rotting in the 
streets. 

After Katrina breached the levees and 
flooded 85 percent of the city, explosions and 
gunfire pierced the sultry night air. Looters 
rampaged on Canal Street with impunity, 
sometimes working right alongside men and 
women in blue. Dazed survivors pushed shop- 
ping carts filled with belongings and crying 
babies down interstate overpasses that were 
devoid of traffic, except the human kind. 

As the storm was coming ashore Monday 
morning, patrons lined up for lattes at a 
Starbucks on Bourbon Street in the French 
Quarter. 

At the Superdome, the scene of such mis- 
ery three years ago, there was an incongruous 
sense of tranquility 

When Staff Sgt. Patrick Abair was told he 
would be stationed at the massive concrete 
mushroom during Gustav, his heart sank. His 
Louisiana National Guard unit was inside the 
building during Katrina, and memories of 
swooning old women and babies in swollen, 
days-old diapers came flooding back. 

“It’s something that you’ll never see in your 
life again,” Abair said. “NOTHING could 
compare to what that smell was.” 

In the Treme neighborhood across

Interstate 10 from the Quarter, Jesse Johns 
peered outside his front door. The highway 
was deserted, and he was glad. 

“The last time, you saw hundreds of people 
huddled up on the onramps on I-io, waiting 
for somebody to come pick them up,” the 60- 
year-old man said as a battery-operated radio 
droned on inside the shotgun house. “It was 
just a trying thing. You just can’t comprehend 


how a city this size could just go underwater.” 

Outside the Superdome, Abair stood 
watch as Gustav’s last bands passed through. 
He said this storm left him with a much hap- 
pier image— of watching people stream into 
Union Station around the corner, climb calm- 
ly onto buses and leave the city 

“This time, the people listened,” he said 
with a smile. “That was a good thing.”

HOUMA, La. Hurricane Gustav roared almost 
directly over Whalen Domangue’s son’s house 
on Main Street here, shortly after its winds 
knocked out the family’s contact with the 
outside world and began some of the longest 
hours in their memory 

“The night was fine. It was the day,” 
Domangue said Monday evening, nearly 12 
hours after Gustav made landfall at Cocodrie, 
about 30 miles south of Houma. “It was blow- 


ing those big trees down. We were pretty 
scared then.” 

Gazing at the sky, he added: “We’re never 
staying here through a hurricane again.” 

Houma, a city of about 32,000 in the bayou 
flatlands 50 miles southwest of New Orleans, 
bore much of the brunt of Gustav As it ripped 
through early Monday, the storm bent I- 
beams on billboards, uprooted 50 -foot trees, 
crumpled tin roofing like paper and tossed 
debris onto highways and back roads. 


All that was left of the McDonald’s sign— 
the tallest thing in town: the yellow arches. 
A security guard with an assault rifle stood 
watch at the Barker Auto Sales lot, facing 
downed power lines on the main drag. 

On a street still snarled with fallen wires, 
the Domangues began to relate what they had 
been through. 

The five family members gathered Sunday 
at the home of Cody Domangue to ride out 
the storm. They watched TV, text-messaged 


friends and family who had evacuated “up 
north” in Mississippi, Alabama and Tennessee, 
and listened to the radio until Gustav’s winds 
wiped out contact with the rest of the world. 

Once the power went out, the only noise 
was the constant drum of rain, a moaning wind 
and the shriek of shingles ripping off the roof 
As the roof began to leak, the family began to 
catch the rain with buckets and coolers. 

“We watched that big tree fall across the 
street,” said Whalen Domangue’s wife, Susan, 
53. “That was a big thing.” 

Though the storm had passed Monday, 
Whalen and Susan Domangue could not get

back to their home, just 8 miles away in Bourg. 
Police turned them back when they tried. 

But even with the remaining inconvenienc- 
es, sunset in Houma was easier than the terri- 
fying sunrise, said Patricia Gautreaux, i8, who 
was out taking a walk with her boyfriend Cliff 
Hendon, 19, and a pit bull named Max. 

They stood on a bridge over the still-rising 
canal that parallels Main Street and watched 
the brown water flow back toward the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

They had stayed and watched the whole 
storm, Hendon said. “We wanted to experi- 
ence it,” Gautreaux said.

Priority shifts for a day 

Republican officials: Convention to return to normal Tuesday

ST. PAUL Republicans, determined to propel John 
McCain to the White House, opened their storm- 
shortened national convention on Monday, abbre- 
viated as Hurricane Gustav hit the Gulf Coast, 
sparing New Orleans the type of damage inflicted 
by Hurricane Katrina almost exactly three years 
ago. 

President Bush skipped his planned speech to 
go to disaster and relief centers, determined to 
avoid a repeat of the disaster mismanagement of 
Katrina. 

McCain was in Waterville, Ohio, where he helped 
pack supplies to be sent to the Gulf 

Both men’s wives sparked cheers when they 
appeared before the delegates, shunning politics to 
urge contributions to help storm victims. 

Virtually the only political business of the con- 
vention’s zVi-hour session was approval of a plat- 
form that sidestepped the Iraq War, one of the 
key issues in the campaign between McCain and 
Democrat Barack Obama. 

“The waging of war— and the achieving of 
peace— should never be micromanaged in a party 
platform. ... In dealing with present conflicts or 
future crises, our next president must preserve all 
options,” it said. 

Outside the Xcel center was a reminder of the 
passions the war stirs. 

An estimated 8,000 to 10,000 anti-war protest- 
ers marched toward the convention, some of them 


smashing windows, puncturing tires and throwing 
bottles along the way Police used pepper spray on 
the demonstrators and made at least five arrests. 

The convention was less than 15 minutes old 
when Mike Duncan, chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, asked delegates to use their 
cell phones to text a five-digit code that would make 
a donation to the Red Cross for victims of the hur- 
ricane. 

“This is a time when we take off our Republican 
hats and put on our American hats,” Cindy McCain 
said. 

Added First Lady Laura Bush: “Our first priority 
for today and in the coming days is to ensure the 
safety and well-being of those living in the Gulf 
Coast region.” 

While the opening day convention program 
was shorn of political rhetoric, officials said late 
Monday night they were planning for a resumption 
of normal convention activities on Tuesday, likely 
including a keynote address by Rudy Giuliani. And 
aides said McCain was likely to deliver his nomina- 
tion acceptance speech as scheduled on Thursday 

The announcement couldn’t come soon enough 
for some Republicans. 

“When the storm passes and we can see that 
there are enough resources and that lives are not in 
danger any longer and help is on its way or in place, 
then that’ll be the green light for us to enjoy the 
celebration we’re all here for,” said Kelly Burt, a del- 
egate from California. 



GEORGE BUSH 

President Bush said Monday that 
coordination among states and the 
federal government in response to 
Hurricane Gustav has been better 
than during Katrina. Bush visited 
an emergency operations center 
in Austin, Texas, about 400 miles 
west of Cocodrie, La., near where 
Gustav struck land. 

“The coordination on this storm 
is a lot better than on-than during 
Katrina,” Bush said noting how the 
governors of Alabama, Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Texas had been 
working in concert. “It was clearly 
a spirit of sharing assets, of 
listening to somebody’s problems 
and saying, ‘How can we best 
address them?’ ” 

He also lauded residents who 
heeded warnings to evacuate. 



JOHN MCCAIN 

Hundreds of miles away from the 
GOP convention, John McCain 
visited a disaster relief center in 
Waterville, Ohio, helping pack 
cleaning supplies and other 
items into plastic buckets that 
will be sent to assist residents of 
the Gulf Coast area. He said he 
hoped people would respond to 
the hurricane by “using whatever 
gifts we have to help our fellow 
Americans.” 



BARACK OBAMA 

In a mass e-mail and text message, 
Barack Obama urged hundreds of 
thousands of supporters to donate 
to the Red Cross to help victims 
of Gustav. He scaled back a Labor 
Day speech to unions in Detroit 
to keep attention on the Gulf 
Coast. After stops in Michigan and 
Wisconsin, he was returning to his 
Chicago headquarters to monitor 
the storm’s progress and decide 
his schedule for the rest of the 
week. Obama has said he may visit 
storm-damaged areas once things 
have “settled down.”

Report it

Transit riders can always move to a different 
seat if a person nearby is blathering away on a 
cell phone, but what do you do if the big gab- 
ber is the bus driver or the train operator? 

You pick up your 
own cell phone, call 
the transit agency 
and say— insist, if 
necessary— that 
you want to report 
a safety violation. 

That’s what more 
than 300 CTA cus- 
tomers did last year, 
and more than 200 
had done so through July of this year, accord- 
ing to the transit agency 

The tipsters range from transit customers 
to car drivers and pedestrians and even CTA 
managers, officials said. 

Each report prompts an investigation. CTA 
policy dictates that violations be treated as 
safety breaches. 

Disciplinary action was taken in 150 cases 
in 2007 and 58 so far this year, officials said, 
adding that the numbers likely will increase 
because some incidents still are under review 

Bus drivers and rail operators have enough 
to concentrate on without the distraction of 
talking on a personal cell phone, transit offi- 
cials say 

“We explain to our operators that it’s a 
tremendous responsibility to be moving 90- 
plus people on a packed bus, and it takes their 
full concentration,” said CTA President Ron 
Huberman. 

The only exception to the CTA’s cell-phone 
policy is during an emergency, at which time 
the operator is required to curb the bus or stop 
the train before making the call. 

Failure to comply is considered a safety vio- 
lation, punishable by four steps of progressive 
discipline, including dismissal. 

The reason only about half the complaints 
led to disciplinary action last year is that pun- 
ishment for a first offense is limited to a warn- 
ing under agreements between the CTA and its 
labor unions, officials said. In a first case, the 
CTA essentially accepts an employee’s denial 
that the cell-phone policy was violated.

High ridership highlights transit shortcomings

Hop aboard the bus or train, if there’s an 
inch of space for the doors to close, and 
prepare for a rough ride. 

The surging popularity of mass transit 
in the Chicago area is on a collision course 
with the system’s shortcomings: too few 
seats and inadequate capital funding. 

Fueled by high gas prices, ridership is 
at or near record levels for Metra and the 
CTA. Expect it to become even more 
crowded with Fabor Day in the rear-view 
mirror and families returning to work and 
school from summer vacations. 

“There’s a huge bounce in ridership after 
Labor Day vacations,” said CTA President 
Ron Huberman, who noted CTA ridership 
historically peaks in September. 

It promises to be challenging for the 
CTA and Metra to accommodate the extra 
riders. As it is, try to squeeze onto the 
overcrowded CTA “E’ platform at Clark/ 
Lake— let alone actually get onto the next 
train— at about 5 p.m. on a weekday 

“It’s another wild night on the cattle 
drive. Moove along,” commuter Katie 
O’Shea, 33, said during evening rush last 
week as she held her backpack in both 
arms and pushed toward a Brown Line 


train approaching the station. 

The CTA is hurriedly hiring hundreds 
of bus drivers and train operators after 
higher-than-normal attrition and a hiring 
freeze last year prompted by a series of 
Doomsday threats that would have cut 
service, hiked fares and furloughed hun- 
dreds of workers. 

Delivery of new CTA rail cars— to 
replace trains that began service in 1969 
and should have been retired more than 
a decade ago— remains at least two years 
away 

In addition, the CTA has received only 
half of the 400 new buses it ordered to 
replace 1991 models that had been due for 
retirement in 2003. 

The predicament leaves the transit 
agency no option except to attempt to 
recycle its existing equipment more quick- 
ly on routes and put supervisors on train 
platforms and at bus stops to improvise 
service changes to deal with waiting pas- 
sengers. 

“I guess you could call it the poor man’s 
version of expanding the fleet,” Huberman 
said. 

There’s no hiding the desperation. 

The CTA is removing all the seats from 


A LITTLE HELP, PLEASE? 

The CTA plans to introduce operational 
changes after Labor Day to try to 
maximize efficiency. Its efforts include: 

» Deploying managers who have the 
authority to call extra buses into service 
at pinch points during rush periods. The 
goal is to redistribute buses where they 
are most needed and ease bus-bunching. 
» Increasing the number of train runs 
through the end of the year as slow-zone 
construction is completed, particularly 
on the O’Hare branch of the Blue Line 
and in the Red Line subway. 

» Doing more short-turning of trains on 
the Brown Line corridor and along the 
Blue Line to address pinch points where 
waiting passengers cannot board already 
full trains. Short-turning involves running 
some trains on a portion of the route in 
the morning to pick up passengers at 
high-volume stations and deliver them to 
the Loop.

The CTA, which provides an average 
of 1.7 million rides a day and is already 
operating at full capacity during rush 
periods, is bracing for up to 200,000 addi- 
tional riders each weekday, transit officials 
said.

Castro left Chicago when 
she was 16, a refugee from 
the violence that some- 
times plagued her neigh- 
borhood. 

She returned this sum- 
mer with her four chil- 
dren, only to watch the 
oldest, 13-year-old Eternity 
Gaddy, die in a shooting that police suspect was 
gang-related. 

“Chicago doesn’t change,” she said Monday 
afternoon, hours after her daughter was declared 
dead at Stroger Hospital. “Some of the same things 
that were going on in my day {are still happening]. 
The violence remains.” 

Castro and her children had come from 
Allentown, Pa., to spend the summer with rela- 
tives. But at about 1:55 a.m. Sunday, as Eternity 
and others were standing outside her great-aunt’s 
home in the 3400 block of Potomac Avenue, men 
yelling gang slogans emerged from a nearby alley 
and started shooting, police said. 


Eternity was shot in the head. She was put on 
life support, but it was soon clear she would not 
make it, her mother said. 

By Monday night, police had no suspects in 
custody 

“This guy’s probably watching TV,” Eternity’s 
great-aunt, Ruthie Zayas said of the gunman as 
neighbors stuck bills into a plastic jar to pay for 
the girl’s funeral. “While she was struggling to live, 
he was having fun.” 

Castro, 29, who had grown up around Humboldt 
Park, said she left the violence of Chicago for New 
York and then Allentown, hoping to get a music 
career started. But it wasn’t working out, and when 
her father died, she decided to return home. 

She and her children arrived about three months 
ago, but things were no easier here. The family was 
set to return to Allentown on Sunday

A school boycott 
organized by state 
Sen.

Meeks (D- Chicago), also the pastor of 
Salem Baptist Church in Chicago, said 
that he expects thousands of students 
and their parents to board buses at eight 
church sites beginning at 7 a.m. Tuesday 
Up to 120 busloads will head to New Trier 
High School’s Northfield campus, where 
they will seek to draw attention to inequity 
between wealthy and poor school districts 
in Illinois. 

The students will attempt to register for 
classes at the New Trier school in a sym- 
bolic move that has the cooperation of the 
North Shore school’s administrators. 

Meeks wants to change the state’s reli- 
ance on property taxes to fund schools, 
which he says creates a gap that hits 
minority children hardest. He doesn’t fault 
wealthy districts such as New Trier, which 
in 2005-06 spent more than $17,000 per 
student, while Chicago Public Schools 
spent an estimated $10,400 per student. 

“It is not for us to cause them any undue 
hardship,” he said of New Trier. “Those 
poor people, we’ve {dragged} them in the 
middle of something that they were not 
prepared for, but they’ve handled it like 
champions.”

High gas prices make for a staycation kind of summer 


It was a summer of tolerable temperatures, super- 
charged baseball crowds and packed local attrac- 
tions, a stay-at-home summer when Chicago-area 
residents fretting about high gas prices discovered 
a good time just around the corner. 

The summer of 2008 will be remembered for 
the record attendance at a multitude of familiar 
venues, from all those sold-out Cubs and Sox 
games to suburban festivals and concerts in the 
park. 

As the long Labor Day weekend marked the 
season’s unofficial sunset, the outdoor options 


continued to roll out. Chicago welcomed visi- 
tors to the 30 th annual Jazz Eestival; Elgin hosted 
its first Asian Eest; and Naperville celebrated its 
aptly named Last Eling. 

Sticker shock at the pump and the sour econ- 
omy helped explain the jump in attendance at so 
many summer attractions. The double jolt of bad 
news opened people’s eyes to all the fun desti- 
nations close to home, say experts such as Ron 
Onesti, whose company organized Carol Stream’s 
Summer in the Center festival among others. 

“It’s forced them to take a step back and ask 


what experiences are available 5 miles from here,” 
he said. 

AAA Chicago reports that the number of peo- 
ple taking road trips for the Memorial Day, 4th 
of July and Labor Day weekends dropped. About 
300,000 fewer road travelers were expected 
nationally this weekend compared with last year. 

Scorching heat was largely a no-show this sum- 
mer, which recorded only three days of tempera- 
tures above 90 degrees, according to the National 
Weather Service. Last year it hit 90 degrees 19 
times.

The incredible shrinking lunch 


Many food items have been shrinking as 
companies try to make up for higher ingre- 
dient costs. The companies also are raising 
prices, but making products smaller gives 
them another way to make up the differ- 
ence. At the same time, though, custom- 
ers are getting less food— and they’re not 
paying any less. 

Here’s a look at how some big-name 
products are shrinking, according to the 
Associated Press and Edgar Dworsky 
editor of consumer education Web site 

mouseprint.org. 


Cereals: In June, Kellogg said it was 
shrinking, by an average of 2.4 ounces, the 
packages of 14 items sold under the brands 
Applejacks, Cocoa Krispies, Corn Pops, 
Froot Loops and Honey Smacks. Rival 
General Mills more than a year ago shrank 
some of its boxes, including Cinnamon 
Toast Crunch and Trix. 

Orange juice: Large jugs byTropicana are 
now 89 ounces, down from 96 ounces. 

Peanut butter: The Skippy brand now 
sells in packages of 16.3 ounces, down from 
18 ounces. 


Deli meats: Some packages of Hillshire 
Farms deli meats, made by Sara Lee, 
are now in 9 -ounce tubs, down from 10 
ounces. 

Mayonnaise: Certain jars of Hellmann’s 
are now 30 ounces rather than 32 ounces. 

Ice cream: Certain packages of Breyer’s 
and Edys are now selling in 48 -ounce 
cartons, down from 56 ounces. 

Gum: Wm. Wrigley Jr. Co. now 
sells brands like Juicy Fruit, Big Red, 
Doublemint and Winterfresh in 15-stick 
packages, down from 17.

He auditioned for Sean Combs’ MTV reality show, “Making the 
Band 4,” on a lark and was shocked on live TV last August when he 
wasn’t selected to become part of the group assembled, Dayid, but 
instead received a recording contract as a solo artist with Didd/s 
Bad Boy Records. 

On Tuesday, only a year and a week after his selection, Klang’s 
debut, “Just a Rolling Stone,” hits stores and, with Combs’ backing, 
has a legitimate shot at No. i. 

“In case this is your first time here, we make bands here,” Combs 
told the audience during the season premiere of “Making the 
Band 4,” which features Klang, Dayid and Danity Kane. “They 
make albums and those albums go to No. i. Donnie, his album 
hasn’t come out yet, but it comes out Sept. 2. 
Hopefully, you guys will make it— what?— No. 
I, my favorite number.” 

For his part, Klang understands the possibil- 
ity, though he has a hard time processing it. 

“My head is racing,” Klang said recently “The 
only way to describe it is surreal. Sometimes, I 
feel like I’m standing beside myself, watching 
these things happen.” 

Klang’s most recent out-of-body experience 
came in August when he debuted his first video, 
“Take You There,” on MTV’s prime-time show 
“FNMTV Premieres.” 

“Just watching the video there was crazy — the 
hairs on my arms were standing up,” Klang said. 
“I had goose bumps the whole time.” 

Then, after the video debuted, when it appeared 
MTV commentator James Montgomery was 
about to say something negative about Klang, 
Combs rushed the stage and started challenging 
Montgomery, saying “Who are you? Where did 
you come from? What hit records have you ever made?” before end- 
ing his tirade with, “The guy is a star! Donnie Klang is a star!” 

Klang laughed as he recalled the moment. 

“Well, I certainly appreciated it,” Klang said, adding he thought 
Montgomery— who artfully said that he “didn’t see a lot in the 
video that really separated him from that field”— was just stating 
his honest opinion. “You gotta take the bad with the good.” 

And right now, there’s not a whole lot of bad in Klang’s life. 

His album, “Just a Rolling Stone,” turned out better than he ever 
expected, and he had a major role in it, collaborating with superstar 
producers, including Seven, Danja and The-Dream. 

“This was crazy for a first-time artist, especially one from a real- 
ity show, where you kind of just sign the contract just to audition,” 
Klang said. “The thing about me was that I was a surprise. Lots of 
people were preparing stuff for the group, but they weren’t prepar- 
ing anything for a solo artist. That really worked in my favor. It 
opened the gates for me to write a lot.”

past crimes, stop the 
Armenian mob and 
keep their own fami- 
lies safe. 

The show’s creator, Rockford native 
Shawn Ryan, and the writers have made the 
early episodes excessively convoluted. Once 
all that back story is told, however, the series 
moves forward at a breakneck pace. 

As the end gets closer, Mackey struggles 
to keep all his plans in play, to keep Shane on 
his side long enough to eliminate him, and 
to save his own job and life, 

I don’t know if, when or how Mackey will 
pay for his sins, but the relentless tension in 
his continued struggle have me riveted and 
waiting for that end.

with this finale talk. After all, there are 12 
weeks of “The Shield” to savor before the 
swan song arrives, and if the first four epi- 
sodes provided by FX for review are any 
indication, they will be gritty, gut-wrench- 
ing, shocking and thoroughly engrossing. 

When we last left Mackey, he was fac- 
ing high-stakes challenges on every front, 
most notably from his former wingman 
Det, Shane VendreU (Walton Goggins), 
who infuriated Vic when he killed their 
beloved Strike Team partner Curtis 
Lemansky to save his own hide, 

Vic also was in danger of losing his badge 
as Wyms, fed up with his corrupt (yet 
effective) ways, was pushing him toward a 
forced retirement. 

Meanwhile, Vic’s immediate family 
members had been “greenlit”— or marked 
for death— by an Armenian mob boss for 
the cop’s part in an brazen heist. 


“He’s in that vortex, and he’s swim- 
ming,” Chiklis said. 

This season focuses on the delicate 
dance between Vic and Shane, who no 
longer trust each other, but nevertheless 
need each other to deal with the intricate 
mess they’ve created for themselves. As 
things spiral more and more out of con- 
trol, the mind-game tensions rise and the 
bad blood boils. 

It aU seems to be building to a spectacu- 
lar display of fareweU fireworks for a series 
that has earned a spot among TV’s land- 
mark shows. 

Even now, Ryan, who wrote the pilot 
script on spec, finds it hard to believe “The 
Shield” made it through seven seasons, let 
alone made it on the air. 

That’s because it so brazenly defied TV 
conventions at the time. Cops who can be 
just as ruthless as rapists and murderers? 


Crazy stuff Edgy imagery, scalding dia- 
logue and moral ambiguity on basic cable? 
Seemingly suicidal. 

But as it earned critical praise and pres- 
tigious industry honors, “The Shield” 
became a game-changer, redefining a 
genre that had grown stale and empower- 
ing ad-supported cable networks to com- 
pete with the big boys when it comes to 
creatively ambitious shows.

Weight training used to be just for body- 
builders. Gyms were built around the idea 
of bulking up, and weight machines focused 
on training individual 
muscles, using single- 
joint movements. 

Today, weight train- 
ing is for everyone, and 
more people are moving 
away from machines in 
favor of compound 
exercises that combine 
weights with movement 
to achieve a more effec- 
tive full-body workout. 

“People lead such 
sedentary lives already 
that the last thing they want to do when they 
get to the gym is sit in a machine, and work 
one muscle at a time,” saidTia Fields, direc- 
tor of personal training at Gold’s Gym in 
Latham, N. Y. 

Compound exercises, which use free 
weights and movement to work both the 
upper and lower body at the same time, burn 
calories faster and build muscle in less time. 
Fields said. 


FIT TIP 

If weight loss is 
your goal, try 
to take at least 
20 minutes 
to complete 
a meal.

CHOOSE THE RIGHT WEIGHT 

Weights come in a variety of shapes, from dumbbells and 
barbells to the newer weighted body bars and kettle balls. 
Choose what’s right for you. 

REPS 

Weight training works best when you load weight on a 
muscle, and then perform a set number of repetitions, about 
12-15, said Tia Fields, director of personal training at Gold’s 
Gym in New York. Use the heaviest weight you can, and 
increase the number of pounds when the reps get too easy. 

If you’ve chosen the right weight, the last repetition should 
be near to impossible. Fields said. 

LIFTING 

» Begin by working your upper body with shoulder presses 
and biceps curls, and then add movement by incorporating a 
lunge or a squat as you press or curl. Once you can perform 
these moves with precision, lift one foot off the ground as 
you press, or take a step forward as you curl. 

» As you become more adept, add a Bosu balance-training 
ball or a stationary step to your routine. 

» Concentrate on keeping movements precise, and think 
about the muscles you are trying to engage as you move. 

» Make sure you keep your back straight and keep your 
stomach pulled in to help you keep your balance and 
engage your core muscles. If possible, perform the routines 
in front of a mirror, so you can check your form and make 
the necessary adjustments. 

CARDIO 

Compound exercises will help you work up a sweat, but they 
are no substitute for cardiovascular activity. Fields said. You 
still need 20 to 30 minutes of cardiovascular activity three to 
four times a week.

Menu descriptions of dishes are written to entice diners to 
say, “That sounds good!” But beware: “crispy” might be a code 
word for “fried.” 

In general, red-flag words for dishes high in fat and calories 
include cream, butter, fried, sauteed and cheese sauce. Green 
lights for choices lower in fat and calories include grilled, 
broiled, primavera, salsa and broth. 

So, first look at how the dish is prepared. Is it deep-fat 
fried or charbroiled? Does it come with a butter sauce or a

fresh fruit salsa? Is it a broth-based soup or made with heavy 
cream? OK, these are some of the obvious clues. Now you’re 
ready for some advanced menu sleuthing. 

What if the word “fried” is nowhere to be seen? “Crispy” 
can be a code word for fried. And “silky sauce” a sign that 
butter is lurking. Even “poached” isn’t always the light way 
to go. Some chefs actually poach seafood in butter or oil, not 
the usual water-based broths. 

Even “grilled” or “broiled” aren’t always innocent because 
the chicken or fish can be slathered in oil or butter while it’s 
on the fire. Make sure to request that your item be broiled 
“dry” or “lightly brushed with oil.” The server is your conduit 
to the kitchen. 


Fat by any other name 

Aioli: Mayonnaise with garlic 
Au gratin: Topped with cheese, 
butter and bread-crumb mixture 
Beurre: Butter’s French name 
Bisque: Most often a cream-based 
soup

Roasted: Watch out for extra fat used

Poached: Not always in water; watch out for 

poached in oil or butter 

Sauteed: Butter or oil are used; chefs can 

limit amount if asked
